MISSING TO-NIGHT; 
ARTIST HURTS HAND 


How a young school teiu-her, 
rrttlrlxed by the school trtifcrU 
while- bearing the responsibility of 
her first position, derided to take 
her own life; how her lover at¬ 
tempted to persuade her ognlhat 
such an action, offering to marry 
her earlier than at first Intended; 
how the girl refused because she 
needed her money to support her 
sick mother, and how the girl, be¬ 
coming temporarily Insane under 
the strain, died by hrr own band, 
was the heart-rending story un¬ 
folded at the coroner's Inquest -at 
Duncan last night into the death 
of Mablr Ektrlle Jones. 

Miss Jones, who Was a Cumberland , 
girl, was found dead In her cabin at 
Camp Six. Cowlchan.Lake, on Wednes¬ 
day morning. 

"Unjustifiable, unfeeling and under¬ 
hand criticism" by members of the 
school board waa attributed by the 
Jury to be the cause of the gift’s con- j 
dltion resulting In her death. The ! 
Jury maintained that an amendment 
should be made to the school act to 
protect a young teacher In similar | 
circumstance* 

THE VERDICT J 

The verdict read as follows: 

"This Jury is of the opinion that J 
the Uerea.%ed came to her death 
through a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound, while temporarily Insane. 

"We are further of the opinion 
that this mental state was the re¬ 
sult of unjustifiable, unfeeling and 
underhand criticism of her work 
on the part of two mrmibrrs of the 
1 school hoard. 

"Further. we ore of the opinion 

that the school Act should be 
amended In such a manner as to 
place the- affairs of the school 
board In small Isolated assisted 
school districts in the hands of 
competent trustees, not necessarily 
elected, thus freeing the teacher 
from the gossip of Irresponsible 
and petty cltMtens,?

C ANADA’S TOTAL TRADE INCREASED 

by nearly $200,000,000 during the seven 
months ended October 31 last, as compared with 
the corresponding period of 1927. Both imports 
and exports advanced. During that period exports 
totaled $787,000,000 as against $679,000,000 
for the similar period of 1927. Imports during the 
period under review totaled $737,000,000 in value, 
while in the seven jponths of 1927 the 1 imports were 
$665,000,000. 

It will be observed from the above comparisons 
that the value of the Dominion’s exports for the first 
seven months of the present fiscal year shows an in¬ 
crease over the corresponding period of 1927 of no 
less than $108,000,000. while the increase in the 
value of imports reveals an increase of $72,000,000, 
or a balance in our favor on the, increased business 
alone of the substantial sum of $36,0(1)0.000. In 
view of these convincing facts it must be very dif¬ 
ficult for some of our apostles of gloom to take the 
platforjri and -tell the Canadian people that their 
country is in the economic doldrums.

But sometimes there Is a coun- 
i ter-comoderation, especially for a per¬ 
son of not overly large hands.

What further 
knowledge of the planet may follow upon thla 
we cannot yet aay. 

One i thing has been common to all the ob¬ 
servations that have so far been mentioned. They 
are all made by auxiliary apparatus—photographic, 
spectroscopic and so on. Will the great telescope 
eyer be used for looking at the heavens? The 
place of direct visual obrervatioifc Is nwJfch leae^ 
important In astronomy than It once was; but 
there may be an opportunity lor It with the 300- , 
lneh. The greater the diameter of the telescope, 
the finer Is the detail which, under the best con¬ 
ditions, can be seen with it. In such work 
the refracting telescope ha* so far had the ad¬ 
vantage pver the renector. for unless temperature 
conditions sre exceptionally good, one- part of 
the great mirror Is likely to be some infinitesimal 
fraction of a degree hotter than another. This 
distorts, by a few millionths of an inch, the ex¬ 
quisite accuracy of figure of the reflecting sur¬ 
face. with the result that the finest definition 
of detail* of the image is lost. But the 300-inch 
mirror will be made, not of ordinary glass, but 
of some special material which expands far less 
for the same change of temperature It should 
therefore perform much belter than the great 
reflectors which already exist. 


With the increased grasp soon to be available, 
stars too faint to be studied at present may be 
reached for example, certain variable stars, 
such aa Chi Cygnl. are at times visible to the 
naked eye. and again drop to a five-thousandth 
part of their former brightness, and return in a 
year or so. We believe that this extraordinary 
condition arises mainly from a change in tempera¬ 
ture. Even when brightest, such stars are cooler 
than any others which we know. How much 
cooler do they become at minimum ? The an¬ 
swer. foreshadowed by observations already made 
with the 100-inch teleecope. may be revealed in 
fuU by Mw greater neighbor.

With spectroscopes of ordi¬ 
nary power, groups of these close-packed lines ap¬ 
pear too often to be blended into one. and the 
finer significance of their message is obscured.

When the air through which one must look 
is steady iand steadiness of “seeing 1 will be a 
main factor In the chotee of a site l the aiw re* 
flee tor may well give better views of the fine 
detail upon th* planets than has yet been known.

can get enough to study In detail. Recent wdrk 
at Mount Wilson, with a powerful spectroscope 
fed by the 100-lnch reflector, ha* given us spectra 
of a dozen or so of the brightest star* on a scale 
which enables us to escape moat, though not all. 
of the former difficulties. The first study of 
these photographs haa given a new method foe 
finding the temperatures of the stars, has shown 
that the atmospheres of the "giant” stars, such 
as Betelgeuae. sre far more extensive than the 
sun**, and has enabled us to distinguish between 
lines absorbed in the relatively denes lower re¬ 
gions of the star's atmosphere and in the exceed¬ 
ingly tenuous upper layer*. 


“The other will be an' astrophyslcal laboratory 
on the campus of the California institute in Pasa¬ 
dena This new laboratory will be equipped with 
instruments And all necessary facilities for the 
study and interpretation of the observational re¬ 
sults obtained with the 300-tneh telescope, and 
far graduate instruction and research*in astro¬ 
physics. It will be supplemented by optical and 
instrument shops capable of constructing any 
of the instruments to be used in conjunction 
with the 300-inch teleecope. 


Even the nearest of our celestial neighbor*, 
the moon, may yield eome of her secrets to the 
new searchers. The origin of the great crater- 
like lunkr mountains is by no means understood. 
If a Joint committee of astronomers and geologists, 
skilled In the study of mountain forms, should 
study these craters and peaks under the best 
conditions which the great telescope offers, this 
perplexing problem might he brought much nearer 
a solution. ,

After the various brigades had left ror tneir 
respective stations in the lonely wilderness, we 
settled down for the Winter at Edmonton, with 
Chief Factor William Sinclair in charge of the 
district. James McKenzie aa clerk and accountant. 
John Sinclair and myself as clerks and William 
Calder and William Munro aa interpreters. We 
had. besides, sixty-five regulsr servants, including 
boat-builders, carpenters and blacksmiths, and 
about fifty temporary servants—hunters, horse - 
keepers, mest-haulers and fishermen. These 
formed the regulsr staff for Edmonton 

Michael Calihous. the head fisherman, with two 
other men. was sent to Lac 8te. Anne with 
orders to "hang up" 30.000 whitefish for tha 
use of the hogs and ration* at the post when 
necessary. The fish were netted, cleaned, split 
and suspended in the sir from poles to dry. They 
msy thus -be kept all Winter. 

Another party eras sent out "With pack horses 
to bring in fresh buffalo meat for immediate use. 
Jugt before Winter set in s band of about forty 
lodges of 8arcees came to the post. They brought 
provisions, robes and leather, obtained their sup¬ 
plies and left next evening. 

The 8aroees. although they have existed In¬ 
dependently for over s century, are really s braneh 
of the Beaver tribe of Peace River and even 
now s Sarcee and a Beaver understand each other’s 
speech It appears that about 140 years ago 
the Beaver Indians hunted, some on the north, 
others on the south side of Peace River, and In . 
the 8prlng were accustomed to meet at the mouth 
of the'Red River, fifty miles below Port Ver¬ 
milion. On one occasion a quarrel arose between 
the two chiefs over a gambling bout. Blood was 
spilled the younger chief left with, his band 
and joined the Biackfeet. with whom they have 
remained ever since, though in s distinct band. 

The Biackfeet themselves formerly lived north 
of the Saskatchewan between Edmonton and 
Lesser Slave Lake and were woods Indians. They 
possessed no horses. The plains were overrun by 
the Pawnee nation, at that time one of the most 
powerful and warlike tribas, constantly fighting 
ail other nations. War and disease had. however, 
depleted their numbers and the remnant had been 
pushed farther south. 

Meanwhile the Biackfeet had grown strong 
and having, by theft, obtained horses, gradually 
advanced into the prairie country until they ultl- 
slnce February, when the last maUly Mt tled between the Missouri And the 
Edmonton ^ Saskatchewan, where they remain to ibla day

The prairie in my early days commenced snout 
three miles trtSm Port a la Corne and land now 
covered by large poplar as far as Duck Lake was 
then all open prairW. with, wood only along the 
large lakes and rivers. Prom Red River Settle¬ 
ment to the Rockies—all open prairie—not a 
single settler dwelt outside the company's post*, 
the sole exceptions being a few halfbreeds round 
the missions at Lac la Biche and Lac 8te. Anne 

We round ourselves at Edmonton ahead of 
the outfits from Lesser Slave Lake and Jasper 
House, though both arrived next day. When the 
boats were all gathered and ready, they set out 
again en route to York Factory and the long rtver 
journey to salt water on Hudson Bay. I. how¬ 
ever. was appointed to the charge of Jasper House, 
or. rather, a Summer hunting party at that post, 
as the valley in which it* was situated was al¬ 
most completely flooded each 8prlng and until 
late July or August. This flooding was caused 
by a. river front the north and another from the 
south flowing into the Athabasca Just above the 
mouth of the Mountain Pass, which is some¬ 
what narrow and acts as a dam for the freshets. 
Hiding the Spring water untile Midsummer. 

After s few days spent *t Edmonton when 
the brigade had gone. I started with seven men 
who had come from Jasper House to take the 
boat back and my interpreter, a halfbreed from 
Oxford House We too^vrlth us twenty-five or 
thirty ponies, to, ride and carry supplies. To Port 
Asainlbolne we used the horses and from this 
point traveled by boat. The track to the cross¬ 
ing of the Pembina was good, but thereafter we 
encountered swamps, fallen trees and mosquitoes, 
the latter in myriads and all hungry Six days 


We camped at pigeon Lake, leaving before 
daylight next morning, when a high wind arose, 
followed by a regular blizzard Presently I no¬ 
ticed that we had left the old horse trail. I 
drew the attention of the guide to this, but 
he said he knew the country, and on we went. 
The blizzard lasted three days and heaven knows 
where we wandered during that period. On the 
fourth day it cleared, but the snow was then 
verf deep, the dogs were exhausted and we 
were little better. I now refused to follow our 
gufde any longer and took the lead myself. That 
day I shot an owl and a prairie chicken, which 
helped tdSillay o(ir hunger. Next morning 1 shot 
a rabbit, but from there to Edmonton we got 
nothing more We reached the post about 10 p m. 
of the seventh day from'Dull Lake, having struck 
the Mud River half a mile above the point where 
it merges with the Saskatchewan just ,west of 
Edmonton.

Streams and rivers were stocked with 
mountain, silver and speckled trout. Wild ducks 
abounded on tie lakes, and whenever there was 
water, there you Would find beaver. One small 
lake ten miles north of the Mountain House, on 
the tip of a mountain, with neither inlet no r 
outlet, swartn'ed with trout. One had only to 
drop a hook when dozens would Jump for it. 
They weighed from three-quarters to a pound 


After eight or ten days of Hudson's Bay hos¬ 
pitality we started with six horse-sleds loaded with 
extra supplies needed for the trade on our re¬ 
turn trip. On our arrival at the Mountain House 
we found a mob of Blood and Peigan Indians 
in the midst of a big spree and all the gates 
locked. It taxed bur whole force, when the gates 
were opened for us. to keep the Indians out. and 
before I succeeded in getting Into the fort my 
face and hands were plentifully smeared with 
grease and vermilion, acquired through the hand¬ 
shaking I had had to endure from the drunken 
rascals.

Being in no hurry, we enjoyed good ano- 
on the way. Wild geese nested everywhere ai 
the frequent sandbars and islands Occasio 
one of the crews—all Iroquois halfbreeds

On the way. down the river we saw an excit¬ 
ing chase between a large timber wolf and a 
caribou. The hill, long and sloping, had been 
burned^ over, leaving it quite clear from the, 
top to the water, -a quarter of a mile below * 

The caribou, a fine buck, came first in sight, 
followed closely by the wolf As they neared 
the river vre thought the deer would make the 
water first, but about fifteen yards from the 
bank the wolf spurted, closed with the buck and 
fastened his teeth In the sinews of the hind leg 
The deer was hamstrung at once and tumbled 
to ;he earth. 

We weiV watting quietly at the edge of the 
water and the wolf was acarcily on his feet when 
-our bullets struck him. He drove the game to the 
river— we bagged it. —;— 


off early in the morning 

___ _ _ When they succeeded in 

killing a moose we stopped to have the carcass 
carried down to the boat and were thus provided 
with fresh meat throughout the trip. 

In due time we arrived at Lac Brule. Just be¬ 
low the entrance to the pass, this is simply a 
bulge in the river a few hundred is in width. 
Here we found all the Iroquois encamped, with 
the hunters- meat-haulers and horse-keepers we 
had engaged We were now at the actual foot 
of the Rockies. 

After receiving supplies of tobacco and am- 
munition from our stores, the Iroquois "pitched 
orr in various directions, while I remained a 
few days preparing saddles and tents. And i.ere 
I enjoyed my first taste of the Rocky Moun¬ 
tain bighorn sheep, which were in flocks on 
the mountains lh the vicinity. 1 think no meat 
can compare with that of a three-tear-old ewe 
of” this species when in season. 

The Hudson's Bay "Company kept some 350 
mares. M-parUetWinto bands, in the valley along 
the pass a/Tar as the forks of the river, where 
one brap/h flows into the Fraaer and the other

At length we reached the headwaters of the 
Smoky River and after hunting this ground suf¬ 
ficient dry provisions were secured and we pitched 
bock again over almost the same road.'

Another way In which hundreds of buffs!

At tune 
a whole herd was thus drowned. Should aa 
portion of the struggling mass reach the short 
the Indians, viewing the spectacle, with thei 
rifles completed the herd’s destruction. Bulfai 
were then so numerous it was never dreame 
that they could be exterminated la the ooura 
of a few years, though at the time of *Mc 
I write It began to be perceived that they wer 
not so plentiful as formerly. 

We paseed the remainder of the Winter c 
1855-56 visiting the Rotnan Catholic mission ■ 
Lac Ste. Arme. where we always met with th 
kindest reception from tbs Rev. Father Lacomb 
who was in charge. Father Iatnombe died, ho note 
by all Canada, but a few years ago. We sis 
pim# a few more trips after buffalo and enjoye 
some sport'with the proifig chickens 

Early I n the Spring began the packing of robs 
and other furs, pemmlcaq-making and the balla 
of dried meat and buffalo tongues which ha 
been salted and smoked. We got the boats 1 


silver bells and feathers. The ^rivers. too. were 
rigged en voyageur. with beads and allkwork ornate 
and resplendent. Challenges aa to. which dogs 
were swiftest and most enduring came from all 
sides and were promptly accepted. Prom morning 
until night races were soon the order of the 
day. enthusiasm kept at high pitch by frequent 
adjournments to decanters and iecreted flasks 
At night danetng cheated sleep. In'fact. Port 
Edmonton from Christmas until New Year's was 
the scene of a continued round of revelry. At 
midnight as the old year expired every hand that 
could raise sn old flintlock fired salutes to the 
new one until tha powder-horns were drained. 

The old three-pound metal carronadeg were 
not always fired, owing to *n accident three years 
before The blacksmith had gone into a bastion, 
loaded one of these guns and discharged It. No 
attention was at thetftlme paid to the sound, 
but when next morning the man was missed and 
a search instituted, his dead body was found in 
the bastion. He had been killed by the bursting 
of the old cannon. ' 

New Year’s was the glorious festival of the 
year, a day given up to handshaking, kissing and 
►port Few of the women thought of putting 
out their hands fe shake. but held up their 
cheeks in the old French' fashion. All employees 
got a regale and thoroughly enjoyed themselves, 
the fun including not Infrequent challenges to 
combat, the damage in whlQp was limited to a 
few black eyes and bloody noses. 

. Xn*tbe evening the chief factor gave a dance 

in the big house. tBe belle or the ball being a 
Blackfoot woman who had been left In the Fall 
to the care of his wife. Mrs William Sinclair.. 
She was tall and very fair, with a splendid figure, 
and wore a gown loaned for the occasion by our 
chief's daughter She probably was the off spring 
of some unfortunate white woman, captured" and 
brought up by the Indians. 

Quite a number of women among the In¬ 
dians who came to the trading posts In those 
days had no sign of a drop of'Indian blood. Their 
hair was light, they had blue eyes and good 
figures and. except for sunburn, were as fair as 
any white woman. For this there was explanation: 


Aa our unmarried voyageurs were flush with 
silk and cotton handkerchiefs, gaudy prints, neck¬ 
laces and beads, many weddings were arranged 
tinring the evening with the belles of the ball. 
Next day. If found advisable, the chief factor 
was required to ratify these marriages; if he did 
not there was an end to them, t— 1- ---* 


■i in that event 
no rations would be allowed for the women or 
her children, nor would she be afforded transporta¬ 
tion from one post to another. 1 

Often, among the French-Canadians and half¬ 
breeds. exchange of wives was effected, either "at 
par" or else one aide received "something to boot.” 
These exchanges "might be ir revo cable or for elated 
periods and were considered quite proper, at any 
rate, the ladies, to Judge from their quiet ac¬ 
quiescence. felt no delicacy about the arrange¬ 
ments. f 

With ao many brides. In a day or bo ttalngs 
took on a holiday aspect - With bright silk or 
cotton handkerchiefs or ribbons on the head.

I had often accompanied one of the hunters 
to learn how to hunt moose, but. although I had 
started a number. I had never shot one One 
day. however, as I was riding ahead of th* party. 
I saw a moore approaching down the bed of 
a creek I hid my horse In some bushes and took 
a poe m*™ behind a large rock. When the ssooae 
—a cow with her well-grown calf—had come 
within twenty yards I shot both, a feat over 
which l felt rather unreasonably proud when the 
others came up. 

We found on arriving at the pass that the 
water had subsided, so went on 1o the post 
and thence sent men with horses to bring In 
the various caches of dried provisions we had 
left behind }K •»* now nearly September, so. 
engaging a boat crew/l returned to Fort Aaslnl- 
boine and from there on Jiorseback to Edmonton. 


The Athabasca River, from Jasper House aa • 
far as Fort Aaslniboln* post, is very shallow, at 
Low water, with numerous rapid*, none, however, 
of considerable size. They may all be safely 
run by boats or canoes, and at.i.he nigh-wster 
stage the stream la navigable for large boats. A 
flat-bottomed steamer might run from Fort As¬ 
ainlbolne to ttrt Toot of the Rocky Mountains. 

Thlfk woods border the river on both sides, 
with some UmlBrorr the flats and banks—high 
below the mountains but which grow gradually 
lower a*.the river descends The numerous island* 
are also well timbered. No doubt parts.^cleared, 
might be cultivated to advantage, A^ort As¬ 
ainlbolne the common garden veget a b l e s, such, 
a* potatoes, turnips, cabbages, carrots parsnip* 
and .beeto. were successfully grown. As has been 
mentioned, it wss well understood among both 
officers and servant* of tire company that they 


post were selected and placed under their re¬ 
spective officers. The outfits were made up by 
the officers and men of Edmonton and as fast 
as the officer In charge of an outpost received 
Hi* goods he set his men to pecking. Each 
package weighed ninety pounds and was arranged - 
so far ss possible to fit on either side of s pack 
saddle.

A suggestion was madelhat reviewers should 
confine their activities less to the art of crttlql*m 
and more to descriptive writing—thal It to xay.- 
ttoat the peraorral clement should he to a great 
extent eliminated nVidf that gTeatcr emphasis 
should be given to the actual story of the book. 
It was also said m oitt quarter Thai librarians 
would like to know "what qualifications the au-^ 
thor had for writing tho book, why he existed 
as an author, and what he added to the sutn 

total of human and spiritual.experience and 

knowledge?" But the latter request Js surely a 
lLttle overdone. If Its conditions were,.fulfilled 
the review might well develop* into a psychologi¬ 
cal treatise on the special author under review, 
and' the- librarian’s purpose would scarcely be 
served. __ .; / - 

But there Is something to be said for the 
separation of criticism frorri review.- Criticism 
might be left to the "big" man—such *as the 
late 8lr Edmund Oospe 'and Mr Squire himself 
and to %he "big ’ Ipfok. and the multitude of 
leas important works, mediocre novels, and slight 
volumes of belles lettreii, etc,, might be left to 
tire shorter notice writer, who. as a rule, does 
content himself with descriptive writing and 
quotation It is. sfttfr all. comment on The book 
itself winch the librarian needs and asks for 
Common sense is, of course, the best basis for 
literary' criticism Yet the great majority of books 
bought by the librarians are. ap to speak, in¬ 
evitable Knowing the author and the sub¬ 
ject. They need to know little more And there 
are always the publisher*’ advertisements Pub¬ 
lishers. nowadays, will supply anyone who ask* 
for It with informntlor^about their books But 
they must be taken with u gralu or two of salt.
